>rig. This one is cool; it's half of a receiver using 12V tubes; the catch 
>is that it also uses 1600kc IF can transformers. It's basically a first 
>mixer and IF strip to make a car radio into a double conversion AM/CW 
>receiver. You could add a simple detector/audio stage to make it a complete 
>receiver. I'll do it if I ever find a set of 1600KC cans, or figure out how 
>to sub in 455kc cans. (I'd actually prefer the higher IF for image reasons, 
>so I'm still looking.) 


Sounds like a fun project. If you're serious about building it, Jeff, 
remember that IF transformers evolved as a cheap way to mass produce compact 
double tuned circuits. The old IF transformers are simply two single tuned 
circuits inductively coupled together. You can easily make your own by 
placing a couple of LC circuits next to each other. Spacing is important! 
Too close together and you get a broad response with a peak at each end 
(sometimes desirable!) Too far apart and you lose more than a few dB. Even 
easier though, if you don't want to mess with coil spacing, use a small 
gimmick capacitor to couple the two coils at their top (non-grounded) ends. 


If you want to get technical, this is a 2nd order bandpass filter and you 
can calculate the values of the components using standard charts (or PC 
software!) It would be easy to get bogged down with impedances and such, 
but at the first IF, selectivity is not critical, so I'd go with the 
hands-on tuned circuit approach instead. First, select appropriate L's and 
C's to obtain reasonable Q. Then, put the two circuits together. 


Also, building the filter/transformer in a metal box is advisable for best 
skirt selectivity.

You wrote: 


>What I'm looking for are the male and female 41 pin connectors used to 
>mate the RT-618 to the AM-3007. I have a copy of a manual for a AN/URC35 
>that contains the following hand written note: 

>7145-MS3126F-20-41x where x looks like a number 1 or letter L 

>7916 KPT 08B20-41x where x looks like the number 5 or letter S 

>Because of the 41 I guess that these represent the 41 pins and the two 
>different numbers represent the male and female versions. 


Ray, I may be able to help with these connectors. 

The handwritten notes are a clue- the first, MS3126F-20-41x, is the 
military part number. The x should be either a P or an S (male or female.) 
The 7145 in front doesn't have anything to do with the connector part 
number- it might be a reference in the manual or something like that. 


This is a standard 1/4-turn bayonet aircraft-type connector. 


The second, KPT 08B20-41x, is a Bendix commercial part number for the same 
type of connector. Once again, the x will be either a P or an S. 


The 20-41 refers to the size of the connector, in 16ths, (the outside 
diameter of the receptacle- the chassis mount guy) and the number of pins. 


The combination of 20-41 also infers a specific contact arrangement, in 
this case 3 concentric circles of contacts with one in the center. These 
are pictured in the Newark catalog (I think) if you page through carefully- 
DON'T buy ‘em there, though, you'll be AMAZED at how much these puppies 
cost new..... like most of a C-note. 


If the P or S is followed by another letter, it means that the connector 
insert is rotated to prevent plugging the wrong connector in cases where a 
piece of equipment has two of the same size/number of pins. Watch out for 
this- connectors other than the standard orientation are not uncommon, and 
it isn't immediately obvious just *why* they won't mate with the one you 
just liberated from that other piece of recycle fodder..... 


These connectors are generally found in two styles- crimp rear-insertable 
contacts, and solder cup contacts. The 3126 is the crimp style and I'm not 
sure, off-hand, what the right number is for the solder cup. They're 
interchangeable (either style will mate with the other), but obviously you 
need special tools to deal with the ones which take crimp contacts. 

They're nice, though- if you make a mistake you can punch the contact out 
and reinsert it in the right hole..... 


Bottom line time: 


Look carefully at the connectors. Tell me: 


1. If there are 3 concentric circles of pins and one in the exact 
center of 
the arrangement.... (you've already said they are 41 pin) 
2 If Pin A is xdirectlyx beneath the wide key on the housing (there are 


five keys; four narrow, one wide.) 
3 If one obviously takes a male connector and one a female... 


A cursory look in my junquehangar (this is a bit larger container than a 
junquebox, and also houses my pet flyin' machine) yields a couple of 
candidates. If we can verify that they're correct, it won't take much to 
pry ‘em out of me....

I went to a seminar last week on the new EAS (Emergency Alert System) and 
now I'm wondering if anyone has any old CONELRAD or early EBS equipment or 
documentation lying around? 

I seem to recall that CONELRAD operated on a 1000-cycle (in the days before 
Hertz) tone, and that stations shifted to 640 or 1240 kcs if and when the 
system was activated. I think they dropped, returned and dropped the carrier 
at 5 second intervals, followed by a 1000-cycle tone for 15 seconds, then 
the message "If this had been an actual emergency,...." and so on. 

I think, too, that the system relied on the equipment being set off when it 
detected the drop in carrier followed by the tone, or some similar setup. 

The tie-in with ham radio is, according to something I read, hams were 
required to have decoding equipment in their shacks. If the big event took 
place and the broadcasters, in your area and in everyone else's, had enough 
warning to turn the system loose, hams would have been forewarned and shut 
their stations down. I don't know what difference it would have made but it 
couldn't have hurt, I guess. 

Ironic addenda: In the early 70's I was in the main control room at WDEA, 
Ellsworth ME, where someone had posted a cartoon. It was obviously from the 
60's as it showed an announcer, in suit and tie, in a studio seperate from 
the control room. The guy was reclining in the chair and obviously bored out 
of his mind. He read the closing tag as "If this had been an actual 
emergency, you'd never know what hit you!". 

My own contribution to the corruption of the system isn't as good but would 
read "If this had been an actual emergency, you wopuldn't be hearing my 
voice. I'd be running for my life in abject terror." Always wanted to use 
one or the other but could never justify the ensuing fines.

Does anyone have practical experiences 
to confirm/refute the TVI claims? 


I have a Johnson unit that arrived without the 6BL7, so I popped in 
a 6SN7 and it seemed to work fine during a brief test. I did find 
that during the beginning of any transmitter signal, the unit did 
allow a short pulse of 20+ volts to be applied to the receiver's RF 
input before the clamping action reduced the signal level to milli- 
volts. I'm thinking about adding some protective diodes at receiver 
input to eliminate the big pulse. Swapping 6SN7's and 6BL7's never 
got rid of that pulse.

I use a home brew tr switch from the handbook. It has a dual section tube 
like the Johnson but a tuned circuit between them. This give some 
pre-selection but there is still some mixing going on inside and I end up 
with weak immages here and there on the bands. The worst problem for me is 
suck-out on 80 meters. Tuning the transmitters plate tuning to resonance 
reduces the received signal by about 20db! Different lengths of coax 
haven't helped either. 


Yes, tvi has been a problem with tr switches. I'm not sure about the 


Johnson but I used to use a single tube version and it reaked havoc with 
the tv. I was living in a weak signal area at the time though and now with 
cable tv, you probably won't notice any tvi. 


The only reason one should want to use a tr switch anyway is for qsk cw. A 
better system could be designed using vacuum relays and timing circuits. 
I'm working on one in my head. (Already have the vacuum)! :*) beat ya 
toit!

Welcome back. I have two S20Rs, from which someday I hope to get 
one good-looking, working unit. I'll be interested to hear how 
you do get the chassis out. 


My experience is that age alone does not harm speaker cones. 

Most 1920s speakers are just fine. However, some cheap paper cones 
(we are talking Halli here) may get hard and brittle over time, 
depending on the acid content that day at the paper mill and what sort 
of environment the set was kept in. 


In the same package deal as the S20Rs I got an S20 -- totally different 

looking set, with fully exposed "silver" dial. Scratched up cabinet, but the 
sucker played great when I plugged her in, all 4 bands! Actually I think 

Halli was using good cloth speakers, and I really doubt you'll have any trouble. 


Electrodynamic speakers like yours, indeed used as chokes, were standard 
until WWII and don't give much trouble compared to most other radio parts. 
Just be REAL careful not to poke the cone material as you're struggling 
to pull the chassis out. There are two kinds of radio techs, those 
who've popped a cone and those who will :-)

No, that should work just fine. Although I'm certain there are minor 
differences in circuit performance which are dependent on coupling 
implementation, for use in a first IF at 1600 kHz there shouldn't be much 
practical difference. 


>x Is there any nonobvious downside to using a copper shield can as opposed 
>to aluminum? Keep in mind the distance from the windings to the can is 
>about the same as in GT-era IF cans. 


No, copper will work just fine. I've got a BC-779-A Super-Pro which uses 
all copper IF cans. It's probably the best performing Super-Pro I've got. 
The others use all aluminum IF cans. In case you're not familiar with 
Super-Pro's they have excellent selectivity (even by today's standards) . 


The best material to use, though, would be a metal designed to provide a 
high degree of magnetic shielding. I used to think mu-metal was best, 
although a discussion here a while back suggested that a newer material was 
better and that mu-metal was no longer available. (I also used to think 
mu-metal was a generic term rather than a product name!) 


I can't help with your question on Litz wire, Jeff. Good luck.

Greetings, 


This is just a short follow-on report on R390 frequency stability: I used 
the R390 (along with an HT-37) on 40 CW last night talking with another 
"Junque" collector, who, as luck would have it, was using a synthesized 
ricebox at the time. Band conditions were poor so I switched in both the 
100 Hz crystal filter and the 100 Hz audio filter. We talked for more than 
an hour and after initially adjusting the R390 I never once retuned it. The 
R390 stayed rock solid on frequency! 


Prior to replacing the Sylvania 5749 with a GE 5749, the R390 was constantly 
jumping 100 Hz or more. This made using the dual 100 Hz filters next to 
impossible. In comparison, performance with the GE made 5749 is nothing 
short of amazing. 


Next, I suppose I need to check the stability of my R390A with the COSMOS 
PTO... It'll be interesting to see how it performs with the same set of 
tubes. Maybe I'll even get it out for the Classic Exchange...

I'm the trustee for the USS CABOT CVL-28 Memorial Club Station. I'm 
trying to locate WW-II/Korea era Navy equipment in an attempt to recreate 
"Radio Central" as it was 1943-1951. I want to get one example of a 
working receiver/transmitter to be able to put one CW operating point 

on the air. The remainder of the positions can just have dummy gear 

so I'm looking for non-working/unrepairable equipment as well, just so 

it could be cleaned up enough to look good when installed. Here is a list 
of some of the stuff we're looking for:

Also, LSB (but not USB) seems to sound a little better in CW mode 
than in SSB -- strange. AM mode works but is pretty muffled, 
maybe just using the 2.5 KC SSB filter -- probably so, since 
you have to retune AM by a few KC when swtiching from USB to LSB. 
(The NCX-5 has a separate U/L SSB switch from the Mode selector). 


Now to try the dummy load and check out those sweep tubes... 


BTW, is it just my radios or have the bands really STUNK the last few nites? 
20m is doornail dead after dark, and even 80 was pretty poor.

I see numerous balloon based antennas each year as Director of the CQ 160 
Contests. One poor Czech Group said after working the first 4 hours with 
great success they watched their 

balloon break loose and they waved goodbye to the pile up of USA calling 
them and to the contest. A 5/8 wave vertical is the best, but if all you 
can manage is 1/4 wave on 160, try to 

add a 1/4 wave elevated counterpoise or several gound radials to make the 
antenna effective. 


Remember BAers need antennas just as much as any other ham. My axiom is 
.MAX the antenna before the power.

Some suggestions on anyone wanting to give this a try: 

1. The smaller guage 4043 Aluminum welding wire has a diameter of .040" and 
has good footage per ounce. I've got the figures somewhere. 

2. The larger weld shops throw away the empty spools, the larger ones are 
about 12" dia and would make excellent reel to take the wire down. 

3. If you dont have a larger balloon, try stuffing several smaller ones 
inside a lightweight large plastic trash sack. Tie end with nylon fishing line. 
4. Use a parallel tank tuning circuit with large L/C ratio with bottom of 
tank tied to metal fence and/or ground system. This should help keep the 
wire discharged and lower the static noise. Simply tap the feedline up from 
the bottom of the coil for best match and tune C for resonance. A halfwave 
Hertz antenna for 160M is 250 foot long, with the current loop (max) at the 
center. This puts the loop at 125'. Not too shaby for a few dollars. 
5.KEEP IT WELL CLEAR OF THE POWER LINES. If it contacts the line, you dont 
want to touch it. Put down wind from power lines or where wind is likely to 
come from. 

6. This scheme is limited to times where there is no wind. Keep close tabs 
on the weather. Dont put it out if storms are anywhere near.

This thread caught my interest, especially the gent who wrote about his 
plate RF choke flaming out in his linear amplifier. I had a similar 
experience with my Swan amplifier--two 3-500Z valves in grounded grid with 
an untuned cathode input circuit. 

I had tuned the thing up on ten meters a few years ago and was running about 
350 Watts out of carrier power for a test with some chaps in Fairbanks. We 
were looking for meteor scatter and ionospheric scatter and found both, but 
that is another story. 


I was forced to QRT due to smoke coming out of the Swan amplifier! Later 
investigation showed a badly discolored plate RF choke, which was a solenoid 


wound cylinder of about 28 guage wire, 3/4 inch diameter by about 4 inches 
long. I dragged out my trusty Measurements Corp. Grid Dip Oscillator and 
was stunned to find a nice resonance in the ten meter band! At that point I 
got out my copy of Bill Orr's "Radio Handbook", twenty-second edition. Bill 
has an excellent discussion of RF choke design, with several design examples 
for high power tube amplifiers. 


My first try was to rebuild the existing choke with new magnet wahr, but it 
still had nasty resonances in bands of interest, as shown by the GDO. Mr. 
Orr says that series resonances are to be avoided, and can be found by 
shorting the choke terminals and then checking for resonances with the GDO. 
The choke I finally ended up with used the same coil form as the original 
choke, but somewhat less wahr. I found that one large winding and two 
progressively smaller windings on the cylinder with about 1/4 inch between 
windings showed no series resonances in any bands of my interest. The choke 
has been working fine for several years and shows no signs of ever being hot. 


Conclusions to be drawn: 


1. If you operate an amplifier at a frequency at or near a choke series 
resonance, the choke will be toast. 


2. A single solenoid winding didn't work for me. Three segmented windings 
worked fine. 


3. A plate RF choke is a non-trivial--but also not difficult--exercise, and 
even the big boys (manufacturers) sometimes get it wrong. 


4. Even if you duplicate someone else's design, your mileage may (and will) 
vary because it's hard to reproduce with precision. Check for series 
resonances with a GDO and adjust your windings--add or remove turns--until 
the resonances move out of your frequency ranges. 


5. Read up on the general design approach and then get on with rolling your 
own.

If I recall correctly, one of the more common National plate chokes had 
self resonance in one of the HF bands. I strongly recommend checking out 
any commercially built chokes before you use them also. Another thing to 
keep in mind about using commercial chokes is that the WARC bands did 
not exist back when some of them were designed so they could have 
resonances there. 


Speaking of chokes, I don't know what anyone else has experienced 
concerning filament chokes, but I have never liked the B&W jobs. 
Far too low an impedance, especially for 160 meters.

Ok, you hallicrafters aficionados ... 


I posted recently about an S-36 I'd bought. I got several interesting 
responses to that post, but a question has arisen. My set is, as far as I 
can tell, an S-36 - no 'A'. At least that's what the engraved plate on the 
front panel says, and what is stamped into the tuning dial "“escutcheon". On 
the back of the chassis is a riveted plate with all the patent numbers and 
unit serial number on it, and a date stamp of July 28, 1949. On the inside 
of the chassis is a date stamp of April 26, 1945. Moore says the S-36 was 
made in 1942, and the S36A in1945-46. Also, his photos of the S36A and the 
earlier S-27 don't show any kind of an engraved plate on the front panel. 
The schematic I have for the S36 shows a 6C8 as the audio phase inverter, 
but my set has a 6SL7 (which Moore says is correct for the 36A, but not for 


the 36). 


The "Tabular List of Replaceable Parts" that came with the radio is dated 
1943 and is clearly labelled as being for the Model S-36. But, lo and 
behold, the front panel pix therein has my engraved plate with the S-36 
marking clearly showing, but also has S-27 stamped on the tuning dial 
"escutcheon. " 


So - no version of this receiver was made in 1949, and the 36 was made only 
in 1942. Or so the Big Book says. So what's going on?? What was the 
difference between the 36 and the 36A other than the 6C8-6SL7 change??? 


I expect I'll find another date hidden somewhere with April 1, 1492 on it!
